w ith considerable heat. The pro j 
and con of this have been epito- j 
rmz< d 
by 
President 
William I 
Green of the American Federation | 
of Labor and Jan Masaryk, dep- I 
utv prime m inister 
of 
C/e cho- , 
Slovakia. 
“We will not argue that Hitler * 
should be punished.” said Mr I 
Green. “But we can’t argue that 
all German people are respon­ 
sible. We know 
how 
dictators 
can 
and 
do 
dominate 
their 
people ” 
"I ani not one to want the ex­ 
termination of the entire German 
naftnn,” said Mr. Masaryk, “but 
after the last w ar we lost the 
peace by not persuading the G er­ 
man nation that she was beaten.” 
Masaryk. whose little country 
has suffered so terribly at the 
hands of the Nazis, might have 
gone on to point out that the Nazi 
w arfare is a throwback to black­ 
est barbarism. It has involved not 
only the 
subjection 
of 
many 
countries to st rvitude, but the 
wholesale massacre of scores of 
thousands of civilians. However, 
that wouldn’t disprove the claim 
that not all Germans are rc.-pon- 
sible. 
There have been few9 thus far 
to argue that the entire German 
nation shouldn’t be held respon­ 
sible for the 
w ar 
crime. 
That gasoline 
isn’t to say that there aren't good fusal to 
Germans, for of course there are. 
However, it's equally true that 
tile German people made it pos­ 
sible for Hitler to wage war by 
their tacit, if not outright, ap­ 
proval and help. 
The 
G erman 
people voted Hitler into power, 
and then stood for his bloody ag­ 
gression. 
There's no way of separating 
the sheep from the goats, and, 
unless we change the rules of the 
game as laid down by the Alius, 
G erm any as a whole must pay.

Prussian militarism are to br up­ 
rooted and utterly destroyed. It

opinions and seldom 
whole truths. 
The opinions, he continued, were those 
o f “teachers, preachers, politicians, 
theo ­ 
rists, So cialists, crackpots, b usiness 
men 
and labo r leaders. . .colored b y prejudices 
o r pro paganda o r hate or hope.” He defied 
any reader to find in the press o ne set o f 
facts o n which to build 
his eco no mic fu­ 
ture. 
We all wish, with Mr. 
Crawfo rd, that 
there was o ne simple set o f facts to so lv e 
o ur po st-war pro blems. But since no co m­ 
pletely 
co mparable situatio n 
has 
ev er 
co nfro nted this co untry , a ready -made so ­ 
lutio n isn’t easy . 
Few’ peo ple will dispute that pro ductio n 
o f w’ealth is the so urce o f jo bs. But there 
is also a general 
feeling that the pro per 
distributio n is o nly o ne o f many snags. 
The teachers, preachers, etc., that 
Mr. 
Crawfo rd mentio ned 
represent a pretty 
go o d cro ss-sectio n o f the peo ple who will 
hav e 
to so lv e the 
pro blem. “ Theo rists” 
like Bernard Baruch and J o hn Hanco ck, 
“ po liticians” like 
the Senate 
Po st-War 
Co mmittee, hav e 
already made a pro m­ 
ising 
start. Business and 
labo r leaders 
hav e o ffered v aluable suggestio ns. Natur­ 
ally all these suggestio ns are co lo red by 
prejudice. But what o pinio n o n a co ntro ­ 
v ersial subject isnt? 
If Mr. Crawfo rd were to define the 
“ who le 
truths” he mentio ned, he 
wo uld 
pro bably find himself 
v ulnerable to the 
same charge by tho se 
o f different eco ­ 
no mic philo so phy . 
But ho w is the American press to rem­ 
edy its 
“ glaring deficiency ” ? By getting 
to gether 
natio nally 
and 
cho o sing “ o ne 
set o f fa cts” fo r all readers? That wo uld 
be no t o nly v irtually impo ssible, but 
in­ 
co nsistent with freedo m o f the press. 
The functio n o f the 
press in this situa­ 
tio n will still b e to report impartially , and 
to o bserv e, comment 
and suggest editor- 
4>ally . And, if this b e “ glaring deficiency ,” 
lo plead guilty .

Use of Thiamine To Reliev e Itching

WELL, HERE it is. 
Under­

ing. I hav e no t tried it o ut my self. 
All I kno w ie what I read in re­ 
spo nsible medical jo urnals.

And 
that makes it at least credible. 
Furthermo re it will no t do any ­ 
bo dy any harm to try it The rem­ 
edy is no t dangero us in any sense, 
and any o ne can try it 
It appear! that Vitamin B will 
reliev e itching o f any kind includ­ 
ing mo squito bites. 
I had better begin with the sto ry 
o f the 2-y ear-o ld bo y who had to 
be kept indo o rs in the summer be­ 
cause o f the v icio usness with 
which he was attacked by mo s­ 
quito es whenev er he went o ut 
When he was bitten the lumps 
lasted fo r day s and gav e him no 
rest 
After receiv ing 40 milli­ 
grams o f thiamine (which is part 
o f Vitamin B co mplex ) he slept 
all night in co mfo rt He was bit­ 
ten by mo squito es the nex t day , 
but the bites did no t itch. By ev e­ 
ning all welts, o ld and new, had 
disappeared. 


Mo squito # * Av o ided Child 
In ano ther case where a child 
had receiv ed large do ses o f thia­ 
mine the mo squito es quit co ming 
aro und him. 
When large do ses 
are giv en a characteristic o do r 
giv en o ff fro m the skin is no ted 
and it is auppo sed this might cause 
the mo squito es to av o id such a 
perso n. Altho ugh, as an o ld-time 
wo o dsman with a lo ng ex perience 
with penny -ro y al and such like, I 
sho uld say with the Irishman in 
Bill McBride’s sto ry —"It’s v ery 
difficult to decav e a mo squito ." 
The do cto r who disco v ered this 
use fo r thiamine had his first ex ­ 
perience with a 13-y ear-o ld girl 
who had chilblains. After taking 
120 milligrams o f thiamine hy dro ­ 
chlo ride within eight ho urs she 


had relief from the discomfort 
and itching. 
It has b een used with relief in 
hiv es, poison iv y, scab ies (ordi­ 
nary itch), itching ears, pityriasis 
roses, measles and chicken pox. 
I see no reason why it should not 
b e tried in such annoying condi­ 
tions as pruritus v ulv ae, ab out 
which people are always writing 
me and ab out the relief of which 
I hav e nev er known anything to 
tell. Nob ody seems to know what 
the cause of this affection is, and 
so most of the writers of text­ 
b ooks on skin diseases call it a 
neurosis. 
Nor do I see any reason why 
this new remedy should not b e 
used in the generalized pruritus, 
or itching of old people. This must 
b e due v ery largely to the senile 
atrophy of the skin; anyone can 
see from the thinning skin of old 
people that it is one of the first 
organs to show the great inv olu­ 
tion. We know that b athing and 
excessiv e use of soap makes elder­ 
ly people itch. Furthermore b e­ 
cause their digestiv e juices and 
digestiv e ab sorption are likely to 
b e low, old people are naturally 
prone to b e deficient in Vitamin B. 
At least here we hav e an experi­ 
mental 
field of 
possib ly good 
therapeutic results in a set of con­ 
ditions where heretofore we hav e 
b een nearly helpless. 
I do not b eliev e, howev er, that 
in these cases, especially the chil­ 
dren with hiv es, that thiamine 
acts b y supplying 
a v itamin de­ 
ficiency. Sev eral of the v itamins 
when giv en is large doses seem to 
act in a way entirely independent­ 
ly of their functions as food: in 
fact they act like drugs with 
a 
pharmacological action. This may 
b e the explanation of the action 
of thiamine in itching. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M.s What do you think of cur­ 
ette ments to help hav e a b ab y? 
E. C.: Is there any chance of 
getting pregnant after hav ing the 
womb curetted? 
Answer: These two questions 
are put down together to show dif­ 
ferent v iews on the same sub ject. 
My opinion would b e that curette- 
mcnt does not increase the chances 
of pregnancy and it certainly does 
not prev ent it. 


Ho urs passed. Sno w flurries blus­ 
tered past, and twice Co lin mo v ed 
back into the spruce fo r the so lace 
o f a smo ke Then, two ho urs befo re 
dawm, he heard the serape o f a to ­ 
bo ggan and the steady patter o f 
do gs' feet; Do v e was go ing back to 
Learmo nth.

It was nearly eight when the sun 
ro se—a lurid sun, almo st o bscured 
by clo uds, and an ho ur later a fine, 
steady sno w warned o f wo rse things 
to co me. Straight to ward a distant 
po int o f spruce Do v e’s trail was 
leading, and cautio n to ld Co lin to tie 
his do gs and reco nno iter. 
But, ev en as he hesitated, his 
do ubts were dispelled. Fully a mile 
ahead fiv e timber wo lv es came do wn 
to ward the lake in single file. Out 
upo n the ice they tro tted; then, 
turning, ro unded the po int o f spruce 
and

Co lin 
v eered westward, ho ping that in the 
lee o f the timber the wind’s fo rce 
might be bro ken. 
It was almo st no o n when he real 
ized he must be far west o f the trail 
while the fury o f the sto rm in­ 
creased. He co uld scarcely see the 
lead do g. 
Blind go ing no w. He let the do gs 
drift farther west—easier to make 
fo r his o wn cabin than face that 
wind into Learmo nth. Then sud 
denly he realized the do gs were 
fo llo wing a v aguely familiar ridge 
trail that wo und do wn to the sho res 
o f a tiny lake. 
Head do wn, ey es almo st shut 
Co lin fo llo wed the to bo ggan until 


suddenly the team sto pped, and, 
lay ing his hand o n the lend do g's 
head, Co lin felt him shiv er—in the 
same seco nd he heard the lo ng, 
quav ering ho wl o f a wo lf. Then he 
understo o d, They were o n the trail 
to Nate Tennant’s cabin—he was 
farther west than he had tho ught.

Guarding Victory Seedlings Against Wilting 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

MANY PLANTS resent trans­ 
planting 
a n d 
therefo re 
many 
plants are lo st when it co mes time 
to set them o utdo o rs. The lo ss, 
ho wev er, usually o ccurs because 
o f carelessness in handling and 
the plants wilt bey o nd reco v ery 
during the first 24 ho urs after 
transplanting 
into 
the 
Victo ry 
garden. 
Cabbage, 
lettuce, 
cauliflo wer, 
o nio ns, to mato es, peppers, egg­ 
plant and celery , ho wev er, are 
easy to transplant because o f the 
fact that these plants hav e fibro us 
ro o ts. 
Certain pro tectiv e measures can 
be taken to prev ent the wilting o f 
Victo ry seedlings at transplanting 
time, If eno ugh so il do es no t ad­ 
here to the ro o ts o f each plant 
when It la lifted fro m the flat dip 
the ro o ts into a pan o f prepared 
mud-water, as Illustrated In the 


acco mpany ing G a r d e n - Graph. 
This may be necessary ev en if the 
Cat has been welt watered sev eral 
ho urs befo rehand. 
If the weather is v ery ho t a 
po rtio n o f ihe fo liage o f each 
plant can be cut away , as illus­ 
trated, at transplanting time. This 
helps to reduce the danger o f the 
plant wilting. This Is a safety - 
first measure used as a general 
rule 
with 
cabbage 
and 
celery 
plants. 
The ho le into which each plant 
is to be set sho uld be o f ample 
size. Set the plants .slightly deeper 
than they sto o d In the fla t If the 
so li is at all dry , set each plant In 
the prepared ho le, fill part way 
with so il and then water tho r­ 
o ughly . Allo w the water to so ak 
into the so il, then finish Ailing 
aro und the plant with drier so il 
and firm well.

American General 
R e p o rt r ro m R u ssia Tells mat He saw 
On Red Army Front 


EDITOR'S NO TE—The accompanying 
article it reproduced here by tour- 
tety and permission of YANK, The 
Army Weekly, in which it first ap­ 
peared.

TEHER AN , Iran— (By C a b o t ­ 
in a two-month tour of the Ruh- 
r-ian front, from Leningrad in the 
north to Stalingrad in the oolith, 
Maj. Gm . Donald H. Gonnotly and 
r. party of his staff officer* have 
obtained the m ort extensive view 
of the Red Arm y in action thu* far 
permitted any Allied mission. 
Major Gem ral 
Connolly is 
a 
W est Pointer from Arizona who 
has been working with the Rus- 
< Flans for more than a year now, as 
commanding general of the Per­ 
sian Gulf Command anil chief of 
the Yank supply line through Iran. 
He knows the Russians well as 
friend*, and he and his staff get 
along with our Soviet allies like 
corned beef gets along with cab­ 
bage or borscht with blini. 
“Tho supply line to the Red 
\ Army is a long one,” said Major 
General Connelly. “Our end of it 
begins at the Persian Gulf and 
goes northw ard to wherever the 
Red Army Is fighting. We knew 
the lower end; we worked on it. 
This was our opportunity to see its 
final phase, 
“ We saw American trucks and 
planes and tanks in action at. the 
front," the general reported. "T hey 
were doing a whale of a job and 
the Russians liked them, all of 
them. 
•'Our equipment doesn’t compare 
in quantity with the equipment the 
Russians themselves are turning 
out, but it s still a very im portant 
factor, one of the most im portant 
in the war. 
"The p arty found the Russian 
front-line 
soldier 
well 
equipped. 
The Red Arm y man has good tools 
whether his own or American, and 
knows how to use them. He uses 
them to kill Germans, which is a 
job he knows better probably than 
a ry other soldier rn the world." 
At Leningrad N ege 
The general said Leningrad was 
still under constant artillery fire 
when he and his staff officers visit­ 
ed it, "Tile Germans kept .-helling 
if around the clock." he said, "any­ 
where from 200 to 1.000 shells a 
day reaching the city But the Rus­ 
sians have taught the Germans one 
Hung: not to send planes over any 
more 
"They haven’t done th<t -inee 
May, when they trip ) a 96- 
'plane raid am. the Red Army and 
Mr Force knocked out two-third 
of their planes. 
‘T h e most interesting thing to 
me from a m ilitary standpoint.’’ 
Usa general observed, "was the 
amazing speed with which the Rus­ 
sians rebuild and keep fluid their 
lines 
of 
communication 
to 
the 
fronts. 
"You notjre, in rending of a ry 
rapidly advancing armv, how it 
ha* to stop oc« asionslly to let its 
supply lines catch up with it The 
.Russians don’t stop and don’t h a v e 
to. They’ve been on the move e y e r 
since July, biting riff huge chunks 
of territory, and they've kept mov­ 
ing. 
; 
"W orking 
always 
behind 
the 
combat u n its are Red Army units 
and civilians w ith them, rebuilding 
railroads 
and 
bridges, 
keeping 
motor routes open, m aking certain 
th at the ammunition and food-hun­ 
gry fighters ahead get w hat th e y 
need when t h e y need it. 
" I f s almost 
unbelievable how 
quickly these units work. At rum 
point in the Russian advance, two 
Russian arm ies had crossed a river

in pursuit of the retreating Ger­ 
mans. 
"The Germans, however, m an­ 
aged to blow up the only railroad 
bridge th a t could be of any value 
to the Russian advance forces. It 
was a thorough demolition job, the 
kind any arm y engineer would be 
proud of. 
"The 
bridge was a worthless 
tangle of sprawled steel. The rail­ 
road was cut off. And this railroad 
was 
vital. 
Only 
by 
rail 
could 
enough supplies be moved quickly 
enough to the vast Russian force 
across the liver. 
"From captured documents, the 
Russians later discovered th a t the 
retreating Germans had set a min­ 
imum 
of 
four months 
for the 
bridge to be rebuilt and put in op­ 
erating order. Moscow was more 
optimistic. 
"A general was sent to take 
charge and was given one month 
to reopen the supply line. The gen­ 
eral, working with Russian soldiers 
and civilians on a 24-hour-a-day 
•liift, had supply trains running 
over the rebuilt bridge in 12 days 
T hat s how the Russians operate." 
Another thing th a t impressed 
Major General Connolly was the 
completeness of the Russian war 
effort. 
"Everyone 
worked,” 
h* 
said. 
"The percentage of women w ork­ 
ers, in all kinds of jobs, was espe­ 
cially high. 
"In 
factories 
we 
visited, 
the 
women held down from 60 to SO 
per rent of thr jnhs. 
"I talked with the factory heads 
and they told me th a t not only 
were the women as capable as men 
in m any jobs, such as machine-tool 
operations not requiring unusual 
physical power, but they were even 
better than men in delicate opera­ 
tions—making precision parts and 
so on. 
"The R u s s i a n civilians move 
right in behind the Red Arm y ard 
go to work rebuilding the liberated 
towns and villages. 
"N ot only this, but the civilians 
in German-occupied zones give up 
Wi ng civilians, many of them, and 
bernmc 
partisan fighters. These 
partisans arc anything but stray 
band* of wandering gu'Trllla*. 
"They are well organised on a 
m ilitary basis, and moat of them 
keep in constant touch with vari­ 
ous Red Army headquarters. 
"In this way they can time their 
harrying pressure from the rear to 
coincid*- with Red A rm y pressure 
from the front. 
"The partisans get m ost of their 
equipment from Hie Germans. 
"They raid small German posts, 
wipe them out and disappear into 
the woods with valuable arms, am ­ 


munition snd food. In some cases 
the 
behind-the-lines organization 
will reach the strength of a di­ 
vision. 
"Women fight wdth the partisans 
and with the Army, too. Even in 
the 
toughest 
combat 
zones we 
found feminine MPs directing tra f­ 
fic to and from the fro n t 
"There is a large percentage of 
women 
doctors 
with 
the Army 
Medical 
Corps. 
And 
of 
course 
women nurses Women do a thou­ 
sand other jobs with the Army. 
"We found many Army m esses 
where the cooks and other kitchen 
help were women. Women in com­ 
bat units hold their own with rmn, 
"They belong to no separate or­ 
ganization like our WAC. 
“Men may serve in units with a 
woman officer commanding. There 
is no beef on this; the officers, 
masculine or feminine, have proved 
their ability. 
“As to the Army aa a whole, the 
Russian soldier is a fine fighting 
m an with all the guts in the world. 
H e’s well equipped and he knows 
w hat 
he’s 
fighting 
for. 
In his 
messes, he m ay get Spam —part of 
our supply program —just like the 
Yanks. 
"He gets a good program of en­ 
tertainm ent. There’s a great stress 
on recreational activities. Moscow 
alone, one city, has sent out over 
a thousand troupes with some of 
Russia’s finest artists to entertain 
Red Army GIs. 
"The soldiers, and all Russians, 
love music—love to listen to it or 
to 
sing 
themselves. 
Many 
Red 
Army units have their owm chor­ 
uses. 
"This liking for music Is so 
strong th at they already had a 
local opera company (of course, 
this was mostly civilian) in Kiev 
when we visited it. And a t that 
time Kiev was just beginning to 
1>: rebuilt after its stey in German 
hands. 
Theaters Open During Siege 
"In Leningrad, too, they kept 
theaters 
and 
c o n c e r t s 
going 
through even th* w orst of tho 
siege. Everywhere entertainment I* 
low in cost so that all ran enjoy 
it. Everywhere we found theaters 
packed 
with 
both 
soldiers 
and 
civilians. 
"Morale, to use an overworked 
word, isn’t a problem with th* Red 
Army. These men are too near to 
w hat they are fighting for. 
•Their hatred for the Germans 
is burning and intense In every 
acre they recapture. they se* the 
evidence of w hat the German oc­ 
cupation means. 
"In our party, we saw much of 
this destruction and talked to in­ 
habitants of the liberated areas. 
The experience left us firmly con­ 
vinced of th* essential truth of re ­ 
ports of unjustified German bru­ 
tality.
